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ABSTRACT 

This document addresses the retention of second language 
students at Miami-Dade Community College in October 2002. Overall, retention 
of second language students has improved since the previous year. It should 
be noted that despite the increase in retention, fewer students are passing 
all of their lower level EAP courses. The report contains campus retention 
rates data, progression of second language students' summary data, and EAP 
progression by level data for the following five campuses: Kendall Campus, 
Hialeah Center, InterAmerican Campus, Wolfson Campus, and North Campus. The 
data was gathered from the Student Data Base files. The report makes two 
major recommendations based upon the data. First, results from Enrollment 
Management focus groups suggest the need to better articulate Level 6 
students into M-DCC credit programs. Secondly, retention rates by campus and 
level will be forwarded to campus chairs and discipline conveners to discuss 
with their faculty strategies to increase retention with a focus on level 1 
students at Kendell Campus and Level 5 & 6 students at Haileah and 
InterAmerican. Contains fourteen tables, which provide data summary for 
individual schools.

Improved Retention With New EAP Curriculum 

A first look at students in the new EAP curriculum indicates 
that Fall-to-Fall retention rates have improved. A prior report 
on ESL/ENS students showed a Fall-to-Fall retention rate of 
48% to 54% depending on the beginning level of the student.

Recommendations 

1. Results from Enrollment Management focus 
groups suggest the need to better articulate 
Level 6 students into M-DCC credit programs. 
These results will be forwarded to discipline 
conveners and advisement directors to develop 
with faculty specific articulation strategies such 
as: Level six students concurrently enrolling in 
a college level class with the professors coordi- 
nating instruction: or college level departments 
creating a "college fair" for EAP students in 
their last level. 

2. Retention rates by campus and level will be 
forwarded to campus chairs and discipline con- 
veners to discuss with their faculty strategies to 
increase retention with a focus on Level 1 stu- 
dents at Kendall Campus, and Levels 5 & 6 
students at Hialeah and InterAmerican. 




The new EAP retention rates range from 54% to 57% as shown in the Table above. The Fall-to-Fall retention rate 
of Level 6 EAP students reached 57% compared to a 54% rate for the prior ENS curriculum, and a 60% rate for 
all degree-seeking credit students. Under both the old and new curricula, 43% of students in the last level second 
language courses were enrolled in credit courses the following Fall Term. 



Note that the percent of students passing all courses during the starting Fall Term has also changed. Fewer 
students are passing all of their lower level EAP courses compared to the 1999-1 ESL courses. In spite of this 
fact, the retention rate for the lower level EAP courses has improved by 5 to 8 percentage points. Conversely, 
more students are passing all of their level 3 or level 6 EAP courses compared to the 1999-1 ENS courses and 
this may have improved their retention rate. Detailed data are in Tables 2 and 3 attached. 



Campus Retention Rates 

Summary data by campus are included in Table 1 
(attached). However, a look at retention rates within each level 
by campus yields the data displayed on the right. Kendall 
Campus has low Fall-to-Fall retention at Level 1. Hialeah Cen- 
ter and InterAmerican Campus have low Fall-to-Fall retention at 
levels 5 and 6. 

The second Table on the right displays the proportion of stu- 
dents with their first M-DCC enrollment 3 or more years ago. 
Note that about half of the Hialeah Center and InterAmerican 
Campus students in levels 5 and 6 fall into this category. Addi- 
tional analysis shows that retention is only 49% to 50% for 
these students, compared to 57% (level 5) and 62% (level 6) 
for students who began enrollment within the last two years. 

Note on method: Data are from the Student Data Base files. EAP 
campus is course campus. Retention includes enrollment in any 
course at any campus for the subsequent Fall Term.
